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In recent years remarkable advances 
have taken place in the study of 
erythrocyte pathobiology and in our 
understanding of erythrocytes as integrated 
physiological units. Part of this progress has 
come from the study of normal and 
abnormal hemoglobins, part of it from the 
exploration of erythrocyte membranes, and 
part of it from the study of critical red cell 
regulatory processess. 

The Function of Red Blood Cells: 
Erythrocyte Pathobiology is designed to 
keep the reader abreast of the important 
developments in these and other areas of 
erythrocyte research. Specific topics 
covered include: consequences of 
genetically and functionally abnormal 
hemoglobins, such as sickle cell 
hemoglobin and methemoglobin; erythro- 
cyte membranes; membrane/hemoglobin 
interactions; the red cell endoskeleton; and 
the susceptibility of erythrocytes to toxic 
agents, such as heavy metals. 

This book will be of interest to medical 
scientists and physicians concerned with 
fundamental and clinical aspects of 


erythrocyte disorders. 
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
